1 . JOHANNESBURG 'THE STAR' OF APCL 29 CARRIED ON FRONT PAGE 
STORY THAT AMBASSADOR YOUNG "REITERATED" HE BELIEVED SAG 
WAS ILLEGITAMATE BECAUSE HE SAID IT DID NOT REPRESENT THE 
MAJORITY OF THE PEOPLE IT WAS SUPPOSED TO SERVE..." THERE 
ARE REALLY JUST A FEW MILLION PEOPLE THAT MAKE DECISIONS 
ABOUT A NATION OF MORE THAT 20 MILLION... I THINK THAT 

ONE OF THE CRITERIA IS WHETHER THE GOVT IS REALLY REPRE- 
SENTATIVE AT ALL... IT REPRESENTS ONLY WHITES.. IT DOESN’T 
REPRESENT BLACKS... NOW THAT HAPPENS TO BE THE GOVT WE 
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WORK WITH." 

2. OTHER ARTICLE IN SAME PAPER QUOTED DIRK MUDGE SAYING 
"IT WOULD BE IN INTERESTS OF MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING 

FOR WESTERN ENVOYS TO TALK DIRECTLY WITH TURNHALLE 

LEADERS... I CAN S AY HOW DISAPPOINTED I AM THAT 

THEY ARE ONLY PREPARED TO TALK TO US THROUGH A THIRD PARTY." 
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MUDGE REPORTEDLY NOT OPTIMISTIC THAT INT'S COMMUNITY 
WOULD ACCEPT TURNHALLE-TYPE GOVT BUT HE HIMSELF STRON- 
LY REAFFIRMED FAITH IN TURN AT, LF. DRAFT CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE SAID MUDGE FELT " BUG POWERS" ALLOWED AFRICA 
POLICY TO BE DICTATED BY OAU WHICH RECOGNIZES ONLY 
SWAPO, THAT MILITANT ORGANIZATIONS HAD WON EVERY TIME 
IN AFRICA BUT " WE CAN CHANGE THE SITUATION HERE IN
